Army Engineers 
announced today that no action 
had been taken on the application 
of Construction Aggregates Corp, 
for a permit to dredge material 
for fill purposes from the Delaware 
river along Enterprize and Mud 
ranges near Delanco, N. J. 
According to Krueger the engi­ 
neers are waiting to hear what ac­ 
tion the sate of New Jersey will 
take.

Triangle Advocated 
For Every Kitchen 


By INEZ BOBB 
NEW YORK. Sept. 4 (IN S)—I 
have just met a high-type woman 
who says no home is complete with­ 
out un eternal triangle. 
Since she said it should be strict­ 
ly confined to the kitchen, I at first 
thought she was making a pitch to 
revive the old-fashioned Ice man. 
However. Miss Doris Piper of 
Cincinnati looked askance at this 
sensible suggestion and amid the 
triangle of which she speaks Is 
strictly limited to 
kitchen stove, 
refrigerator and dslh-washlng cen­ 
ter. 


M Ish Piper, an expert on kitchen 
design, says women would add ten, 
maybe *20 years to theri respective 
lives and take a load off their col­ 
lective feet lf they would arrange a 
good fast triangle between stove, 
refrigerator and dish-washer (elec­ 
tric or human! when planning the 
family kitchen. 
The tread mill between those 
three kitchen staples can be a 
primrose path if arrange In a tight 
triangle, Miss Piper said when we 
met recently. 
“With such an efficient arrange­ 
ment, a woman can save some of 
the best years of her life for other 
things than kitchen routine,” said 
this handsome young woman who 
wrote a college thesis on kitchen 
planning and kited it into a career. 
Miss Piper is a woman after my 
. own heart in that she firmly be­ 
lieves that a kitchen should be a 
kitchen and not a “work area” in 
one of these new-fangled “free 
flowing" houses In which you can’t 
tell where the kitchen begins and 
the living room ends. 
“The 
little 
woman 
needs 
a 
change of rooms,’’ said Miss Piper 
firmly. 
“When she gets out of the kitchen 
she ought to know it by something'fact, to kiss the cook. 


Blore than a chalk mark on the 
floor. 
“Modern architecture is all very 
well, but I don't want just a plant 
divider or a combination bookcase 
and television set be ween me and 
the rest of the house. When a wom­ 
an leaves the kitchen, she ought to 
be able tq slam the door, lf that's 
the way she feels.” 
Mise Piper recently read an ar 
tid e on one of these new houses 
where the kitchen flows Into the 
living room or vice versa. In It. she 
ran across a sinister statement say­ 
ing, “The American housewife need 
no longer be alone in her kitchen." 
This kitchen expert Is of the 
opinion that a lot of women are 
only too happy to he all alone in 
the kitchen with the lamb stew and 
a good soap opera. Lots of women, 
she feels, don't like to cook with a 
crowd under foot or with audience 
participation from the bleachers. 
“I don’t want anyone reading the 
cookbook over my 
shoulder,” 
I 
said firmly. “I want to be alone 
when making with the hamburg­ 
ers.” 
MIbb Piper feels there is a time 
and place for sociability In the 
kitchen, lf the chief cook and bottle 
washer 
feels 
like 
it. 
Maybe 
a 
handy breakfast nook where the 
family won't fall Into the electric 
mixer. 
A “sociable” kitchen, including 
eternal triangle, should be about 
14 by 16 feet In size, says this ex­ 
pert. A strictly “working” kitchen 
needs IO by 12 feet of space. And 
the all-purpose kitchen with eter­ 
nal triangle, freezing unit, laun­ 
dry space and snack area demands 
16 x 20 feet. 
"What about the kitchenette?” I 
whispered, scarce daring to men­ 
tion this hideous city Invention.
